This truth 
is becoming more widely recognized and accepted every day this depression 
lasts. It, and it alone, is driving the resultant lesson home.

Retirement As U.S. Ambassador To 
Britain Is Cause Of Regret 

There will be regret that Charles 
G. Dawes is shortly to retire as 
United States ambassador to Great 
Britain and from public life altogeth- 
er. Mr. Dawes has been a useful fig- 
ure in international politics of recent 
years. He has also been a pictur- 
esque and likeable type. 

Mr. Dawes was a banker and finan- 
cler when he first came into interna- 
tional prominence, and it is possible 
that he may return to this fleld, in 
his home State of Illinois. He served 
as & general under General Pershing 
with the American Expeditionary 
Force in the Great War, and later, as 
everyone knows was author of the 
Dawes plan for German reparations 
payments—later superseded by the 
Young Plan, and which plan, in turn, 
may now be drastically revised or 
even discarded altogether, in the light 
of Germany’s serious economic post- 
tion.

System Of Shorthand Writing In Use 
200 Years Before Ohrist 
Shorthand symbols are of ancient 
Roman origin, a recent archeological 
study has revealed. Romans were 
widely using a uniform system of 
shorthand writing 200 years before 
Christ. Thus states Gino Massano, 
who has brought to light the full al- 
phabet of ancient Roman shorthand 
writers. The symbols are, in some re- 
spects, similar to those employed to- 
day. Several centuries before Christ, 
when Rome was extending her prov- 
inces into every part of the world, the 
need for speed brought forth several 
forms of abbreviated writing by sym- 
bols which were swiftly adopted for 
commercial enterprise. Ancient 
records show most of the accounts 
and letters of Roman firms were writ- 
ten in shorthand without transcrib- 
ing, as the recipient was always 
familiar with the code employed.

Postponement Of Debt 
Conference Is Urged 
By French Premier 


Paris, France.-—Premler Pierre La- 
val informed United States Ambassa- 
dor, Water E. Edge, Saturday, Jan. 
16, of France's desire to postpone the 
Lausanne reparationss conference 
until the Kuropean views could be 
harmonized, it was learned in authen- 
tic quarters. 

In conversation with the ambassa- 
dor, the Premier was understood to 
have said he thought a one-year 
extension of the Hoover moratorium 
would be advisable. The moratorium 
on Germany's reparations payments 
expires next July. The Lausanne con- 
ference of interested nations is ten- 
tatively scheduled for January 25. 

Premier Laval deemed it to be his 
duty, he added, to put the United 
States in touch with the situation. 
He said he also thought it would be 
helpful if the European nations could 
obtain some idea as to the eventual 
attitude of the United States toward 
inter-governmental debts in event 
the moratorium was extended. 

The Premier also was believed to 
have said that France was ready to 


help Germany in the spirit of the, 
joint statement issued after his talks | 


with President Hoover at Washington. 
That statement recognized that prior 
to the expiration of the Hoover year 
of postponement some agreement re- 
garding inter-governmental debts 
“may be necessary covering the period 
of business depression.” 

It was understood that Premier 
Laval expressed to Ambassador Edge 
the opinion that it might be better 
to hold the reparations conference 
after the elections to be held in vari- 
eus European countries in the spring, 
believing this would increase the like- 
lihood of obtaining a more definite 
solution of the eobarations problem.

Owing By Germany, 
France And Belgium Claim 


Paris, France.—European govern- 
ments are drawing up varied repara- 
tions balance sheets with which to 
confront Germany when she faces the 
| former allies once again at Lausanne 
on January 25. 

Sinnce the armistice Germany has 
paid $4,829,000,000, if the figures of 
the reparations commission are ac- 
cepted, but Germany maintains that 
she has paid something like $9,119,- 
000,000. No official statement ‘exists. 
| The other two powers which are 
most interested--France aud Belgium 
~—contend that they have not been 
paid enough to cover the actual dam- 
jage to property by the German 
armies. 

Belgium says she is still $100,000,- 
000 short, and her 1931 budget shows 
$670,000,000 expended for rehabilita- 
tion of damaged areas as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1931, while only $570,000,000 
‘were received from Germany as of 
June, 1931. 

France says it is even worse off. 

Germany still owes the French $2,- 
859,000,000 for reconstruction, the 
1932 budget shows, as of April 1, 
1931, France paid out in repairing war 
damages $3,915,000,000 and there re- 
mained $200,000,000 to pay. 

Berlin, Germany.—Report, purport- 
ing to come from government circles 
that Germany would be willing to 
compromise on the question of repara- 
tions payments, were characterized

Airplane Speeds 


Predicted That a Speed Of 740 Miles 
An Hour Is Not Unattainable 
Now that an airplane has been | 
driven at over 400 miles an hour, 
engineers are wondering just how 
fast man can fly—whether there is | 
any physiological reason to suppose | 
that the human body cannot stand | 
the strain of speeds much greater | 
than those so far attained.

ed with a lurch. The body is flung | 
against the back of the seat. In a 
5,000-mile-an-hour rocketship the 
starting acceleration might be so 
high that the passengers would be 
squeezed into a pulp against a vertic- 
al partition as if by an invisible hand 
of gigantic power. But if slow starts 
. are possible, there is no reason for | 
any speed limit on a straightaway 
flight.—New York Times.

British Coal 
Should Be No Objection To Increased 
Imports Of Anthracite 

There should be no objection to in- 
creased imports of British anthracite 
coal into Canada, officials of the 
Mines Department here said, in com- 
menting on a London cable in which 
it was forecast that this subject 
would be on the agenda of the forth- 
coming Imperial Conference. The 
problem in the past it was stated was 
the difficulty in profitably bringing 
British coal to Canada because of the 


llack of return cargoes for the coal- 


carrying vessels. It was also suggest- 
ed that there would be more storage 
space required on this side if the 
imports were to be increased. 

The London Morning Post said the 
agenda of the Imperial Conference 
would include the question of how far 
Canada would go in taking British 
coalin return for increased wheat 
shipments under the proposed quota 
plan of the National Government. 

This same subject was brought up 
by Rt. Hon, J. H. Thomas, Secretary 
for the Dominions when he was in 
Canada two years ago and at that 
time he declared that Canada should 
be prepared to absorb more British 
coal which would be brought over in 
the bottoms that would carry Cana- 
dian wheat to the Old Country. 

Imports of British: coal. have been 
increasing but at that only one ton 
in thirteen comes in from England. 
The other twelve come from the 
United States whose exports to Can- 


jada to October 30, 1931 were about 


12 million tons, It is felt this should 
go to England.

Farming and Depression 


Agriculture Not Quite As Badly Off 
| As Some Other Industries 

The world can be said to be suffer- 
ing more from over-prediction than 
over-production. This opinion was 
| expressed in an emphatic manner by 
| Dr. J. E. Lattimer, professor of Agri- 
| cultural Economics at Macdonald Col-

|the market as a buyer. This was 
largely from compulsion, he contin- 
jued, but also partly from resentfulness 
jat the present price discrepancy. 
| Hence there was the alternative still 
;open to many industries of either

punishment in unemployment, Dr. 
| Lattimer said.

Race For Height 


| Empire State Building In New York 
World’s Tallest Office Building 


At the dedicatory exercises, held on 
the 86th floor of the Empire State 
Building, in New York, which soars 
1,250 feet into the sky of midtown 
Manhattan, Mr. R..H. Shreve, assor 
ciate architect, revealed some of the 
astounding features of a structure 
that is victor in the race for height. 

Mr. Shreve stated that the Empire 
State Building weighs some 600,000,- 
000 pounds. Furthermore, as report- 
}ed in the New York Times: 

He computed, however, that the 
|great bulk welghed no more than a 
45 foot rock pile that might cover its 
| site. 

| “He explained that 210 columns 
| Supported the burden of the building, 
|} and that the structure was vertical 
| within a variation of five-eighths of 
}an inch. 

“The load was distributed so even- 
| ly that the weight on any given 
| Square inch was no greater than that 
|normally borne by a French heel, he 
| declared.” 

Col. W. A. Starrett, head of the 
|construction company which com- 
pleted the building in Jess than a year 
|from the day on which the first of 
the 210 columns or “legs” on which it 
stands was installed, revealed further 
| interesting facts. As reported in the 
| Herald-Tribune: 

“Three hundred tons of chrome- 
nickel steel were used in the plier 
| trims of the building, and 450 tons 
|of aluminum were used to make the 
|sSpandrels or panels under the win- 
| dows and in the mooring-mast exter- 
for. 

“About 200,000 cubic feet of lime- 
stone, of which the building exterior 
is composed, were used, and 10,000,- 
|000 common brick. Six thousand 
|four hundred windows were in the 
| structure. 
| “The completed building contains 
| 37,000,000 cubic feet.”

The great Canadian nickel contin- 
/ues to dominate the operations of the 
mint, if the annual figures issued by 
the new Canadian Government De- 
partment mean anything. In the year 
just closed no fewer than 5,620,000 
leoins of the five-cent denomination 
were delivered from the mint. The 
number exceeded even that of the 
| pennies, of which a paltry 5,140,000 
| were issued; while dimes were a poor 
third, only 2,294,000 being minted in 
1931. 

The aristocrat of the silver coin — 
the 50 gent piece appears to have 
had little demand in this time of de- 
pression, for only 68,000 were issued 
last year. The humble, but never- 
| to-be-despised “two-bits” was coined 
jto the value of $212,000, or 84,000 
pieces, valued at 25 cents each. 

In all, the Royal Canadian Mint 
| struck 11,618,690 pieces in 1931, and 
lissued 13,970,000. 

The gross value of rough and fine 
gold and fine silver received by the 
mint last year, was $35,638,176.

Incident Of Laura Secord 


Explanation Of Omission Of Narra- 
tive From Ontario Text Books 

Omission of the story of Laura Se- 
cord from Ontario public and high 
Schools’ history and text books is the 
subject of a statement issued by Hon. 
Georges Henry, Premier of the Prov- 
ince and Minister of Education, in 
which he declares criticism is prob- 
ably due to insufficient acquaintance 
with the facts. 

“In the first place let me empha- 
size there {s no intention of disparag- 
ing this incident of the tramp 
of Laura Secord from Queenstown to 
Beaver Dams, and in the proposed re- 
vision of the third reader the officers 
of the department are suggesting that 
the story of Laura Secord be includ- 
ed,” he says. 

“The authorized text books, both 
public and high school, in Canadian 
history purposely emphasize parts of 
history other than wars in which 
Canada has engaged. For this rea- 
son the War of 1812-15 has been 
touched upon lightly, and many stor- 
fes of brave deeds have necessarily 
been omitted,” the Premier declares. 

Omission of the Laura Secord ex- 
ploit from the new history compiled 
by Professor W. S. Wallace,. librarian 
of the University of Toronto, brought 
the matter into prominence. 


Rapid Air Travel 


From Paris To New York In Six 
Hours Is Now Predicted 

Air speeds of 500 miles an hour, 
cutting the time between New York 
and Paris to six hours, were predicted 
to be within the bounds of possibility 
by Henry Farman, aviation pioneer, 
work on whose stratosphere ‘plane is 
now progressing at  Billancourt, 
France. a 

It will be two months still before 
the “mystery ship” is completed and 
six months before tests at gradually 
increasing altitudes are finished.

In his annual birthday message to 
his fellow citizens, appearing in the 
Sentinel Review, Rev. Dr. W. T. Mc- 
Mullen, Woodstock’s “Grand Old 
Man,” who recently celebrated his 
101st birthday anniversary, says in 
part: 

“The century through which I have 
lived is the most remarkable in all 
history with the exception of the first 
century. The Incarnation, ministry 
and finished work of the Saviour 
makes the first century the greatest 
of all centuries, but in point of in- 
ventions, progress and general im- 
provement the last hundred years has 
no parallel. When King William IV. 
filled the throne of Britain, when I 
was born, there was not a railroad in 
England, Scotland or Ireland. There 
were no steamships sailing the ocean. 
There were no telegraphs or tele 
phones, no electric lighting. The 
postage on a letter from, Canada to 
Britain was 25 cents. 

“The present generation do not 
know their comforts and privileges, 
and yet we are passing through a 
time of depression. But it is purely 
artificial. The bounties of Divine 
Providence have filled to overflowing 
our storehouses and elevators. But 
the works of men have blocked the 
channels of trade with high tariffs, 
and glutted the markets with over- 
production. Conditions will right 
themselves in due course.”
